to Virtue and Honeſty ; declaring to her the Dange 
and Miſery that attended ſoch Wicked neſs. Mela 
perſuades, Eugenia denies ; Melancia begs and entre 
Eugenia is immoveable : Melancia ſeeing ſhe coud 
Do Allucements entice her to her Will, and fear! 
that if Eugenia diſcovered her Folly, ſhe ſhou'd « 
ceive much Shame and Diſhonour thereby, ſhe pit 
ſently makes a great Out-cry, declaring to thoſeti 
came in, that Eugenia had a Defign to have ravi 
her; and thereupon preſented a Complaint to Fi 
Baus the Prefident, both againſt her, and the reſi 
the Chriſtians, accuſing them to be all alike guilty 
ſuch Wickedneſs. | 
The Canſe being heard, and Melancia being fo 
known, aud always accounted a modeſt and chf 
Matron, the Crime ſcemed to be very ſuſpicious ;. 
was the more eaſily believed, becauſe it was. agaidl 
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thily charge with ſuch Villavies, though they could 
pever prove it agaisſt them: Whereupon the common 
people were enraged againſt Eugenia and the Chrifti- 
20s, infomuch that they were in danger of preſent 
Death; for though Eugenia uſed all manner of Argu- 
ments and Proteftations to clear her Innocency, yet 
nothing ſhe could alledge did in the leaſt prevaii upon 
tem; ſo that finding it no time to dally any longer, 
not only for the danger her ſelf, but alſo het Fellow- 
Chriſtians were in, for whom ſhe was much more con- 
cerved, ſhe deſited to ſpeak with the Judge alone; 
where ſhe diſcovered her ſelf to be his Daughter, and 
that her two Companions were the Eunuchs, Prothius # 
and Hyarinthus, her former  School- Fellows; giving 
him an account of the occaſion of her departure. Her 
Father and her two Brethrea were exceeding joyful 
that they had found Eugenia again, whom they had fo 
long given over for loſt ; and no leſs Joy was among 
the Chriſtians to ſee the Truth ſo clcarly diſcovered, 
and the Scandal taken away from them; but the Ene- 
mies were confounded with ſhainc, eſpecially Melanci 
who is reported to have been immediately ftruck dea 
with Lightning from Heaven.
